School board to ask | 
community for answers 


Following a December 15 bond issue 
rejection of an elementary school ad- 
dition, the Crawford AuSable School 
Board has scheduled a workstudy 
session Monday, January 11, to re- 
view election results and discuss ways 
to solve overcrowding problems. 

The board wants to look at short- 
term and long-range plans to handle 


the overcrowding in schools. 

A bond proposal to build an addi- 
tion and make other improvements to 
existing buildings was defeated by 
district voters 1423 no to 807 yes, 
Precinct I residents in the Grayling 
area voted 1044 no to 699 yes, Pre- 
cinct Hf residents in the Frederic area 
voted 262 no to 76 yes. Precinct II 
residents in the Lovells area voted 117 
no to 33 yes. 

A millage proposal to operate the 
additional building was defeated 1425 
no to 796 yes. Precinct I residents 
voted 1056 no to 686 yes. Precinct Il 
residents voted 258 no to 78 yes, Pre- 
cinct III residents voted 111 no to 32 
yes, 

“Tt was a pretty big defeat,” said 
Crawford AuSable superintendent 
Kent Reynolds, “The board is going to 
discuss some method of gathcring in- 
formation from the community on what 
it wants.” 

Reynolds said surveys haven’t 
worked very well in the past. The 
school board has placed issues on the 
ballot based on survey information, 
and the issues have not been approved 
by the voters. 


The school board approved the 
workstudy session at its Monday, De- 
cember 21, regular meeting. Its next 
regular meeting is scheduled for 
Monday, January 18. The board is 
trying to figure outas soon as possible 
how to handle a shortage of class- 
rooms expccted at the middle school 
and elementary grades next fall. 


Grayling woman dies 
in |-75 accident

Sandra Kay Bartlebaugh, 46, of 
Grayling, was killed around 12:30 
Saturday afternoon, December 19, 
when the vehicle she was in attempted 
to pass another and ran into the 1-75 
North Business Loop median. . 


The accident was reported to911 by 
Houghton Lake Michigan State Police 
Postinvestigator Thomas Beebe. After 
leaving the north bound I-75 lane, the 
vehicle apparently rolled over and hit 
a tree, throwing two people from the 


vehicle and partially pinning another 
undemeath. The jaws of life were 
used to remove one person. Deputies 
found Bartlebaugh dead at the scene. 
The other three injured persons were 
transported to Mercy Hospital. 
Deputies were assisted at the scene 
by Frederic Township Fire and

Deadly new drug 
distributed in U.P.

State police and local authorities in 
“the U.P. have been busting labs 
‘producing methcathinone, commonly 
called "cat," a dangerous imitation of 
: the illegal narcoticmethamphetamine, 
“ According to Grayling City Police 
“Chief Peter Stephan, the potent 
‘combination of draino, special paint 
: thinners, and over-the-counter 
‘ stimulants have not been found locally 
: but he is concerned that the problem 
: will spread here on its way south. 
' According to aDetroit News article 
‘which appeared September 27, catisa 
«“powdered drug so potent it dwarfs 
‘crack cocaine and heroin in its 
‘addictive punch.” Stephan says 
‘several things about this new drug: 
‘make it very scary. First of all, 
several of the main ingredients are 
‘Non-controlled substances available at 
local hardware and drug stores. 
-secondly, manufacture of cat can be 
‘set up almost anywhere, with a 
‘minimum of equipment. Finally, 
‘batches of the dangerous substance 
“vary, depending on the skill of the 
“chemist,” the quality of the 
‘ingredients, and a number of other

According 

to the Detroit News article, some of 

these chemists have tested similar 

substances by providing free samples. ’ 
If the victim suffered harmful effecis 

or died, the drug went back to the sa 

for revision. 


_ Stephan says the substance isa white 
powder with an appearance very 
similar to cocaine. Depending on the 
skills of the chemist it can be off- 
white, tinged either blue or brown and 
may be slightly grainier than crack, 
This dangerous substance is usually 
inhaled or snorted but can be injected. 
It can produce a “high” lasting from 
six to twelve hours, and a person using 
this substance may go two to three 
days without food or sleep. 


After the high, users often crash for 
as long as 24 hours. Stephan says, 
“Obvious dangers from this physical 
abuse would be total body function 
collapse leading to respiratory arrest 
and possible heart failure.” Sometimes 
this potentially lethal substance ismade 
even more dangerous when it is cut 
with crack cocaine, turning it into 
“wild cat.”

One thing that still bothers 
Mr. Utley in his wheel chair is the 
same thing that is most bothersome to 
me in my wheel chair: Personal 
independence is gone. 

Here’show Mike Utley describes it: 

“I have trouble dealing with the 
acceptance that you can’t do it ail 
yourself. I can take care of myself 
about 90 percent, but I still need that 
10 percent, and that would bother 
anybody. Idon’tfeelhelpless, but it’s 
in that line. Sometimes I’ve just got to 
wait for somebody to show up.” 

In no way do I compare my own 
piddling physical problems to the 
major ones that Mike Utley must 
endure, nor to the infirmities ofanyone 
seriously or permanently disabled, 

But my personal feeling about being 
in a wheel chair echoes exactly the 
above quote by Mike Utley, It’s tough 
to realize you can’t do it all yourself, 
and you've got to rely on other people 
for help, 

Being dependent graphically 
portrays to me the true spirit of this 
Christmas season —- people helping 
people. This Christmas, I am the
